Empire City Is Saved Again; 
Uncle Miltie’s Counterpart 


New 
Probably it was just my day for being 
depressed when the Washington edict ap- 
peared, forbidding further construction of 
race tracks, drive-in theatres, night clubs, 
and other amusement areas. At first 
glance it made sense. If steel is needed 
to fling at Mongoloid mongrels in North- 
ern Korea or elsewhere, obviously it 
shouldn’t be used to build a new grand- 
stand at Baychester, as the Eimpire City 
Racing Association is so anxious to do, 
now. 


Personally I don’t see the need for any 
more race tracks. Every area in which 
racing is popular enough to get adequate 
support already has one, and if some of 
them aren’t exactly palatial, theyll do for 
a while. Drive-in theatres might have at- 
tracted me once, but they came too late, 
and my chief hope now is that the tube 
in the television set will blow, because 
I understand they’re very hard to replace 
under present conditions. Even night 
clubs—but let that one slide. 


The point is that reflection suggests an 
unintelligent discrimination in this ruling. 
As I understand it, I could now have steel 
girders and a pile of bricks and sufficient 
timber to build, say, a hardware store, 
though the small community in which I 
live is now quite adequately served by 
three of these, and a fourth is not only 
unnecessary but would contribute hand- 
somely to starving all four of us. There 
is no noted shortage of grocery stores or 
filling stations or beauty shops, but these 
can be built infinitely. To draw a line 
between necessary and unnecessary con- 
struction is sane enough, but that isn’t 
what has happened. The whole business 
seems to m2? to underline, unnecessarily, 
the fact that the District of Columbia isn’t 
one of the United States. 


BIRTHDAY. Several things happened 
in racing last week, some of them possi- 
bly important in Turf history, and to be 
preserved for posterity to read about. But 
the attention of the two tracks I visited 
was given largely to the celebration of the 
seventieth birthday of Grantland Rice. If 


you do not know of Grantland Rice I shall 


not explain, but where do you keep your- 
self. 


Jamaica (now haunted by the wraith of 
Empire City) named a race for him, and 
the management came forward with a sil- 
ver plate for him to give the winning own- 
er. The public address system, which us- 
ually confines itself to giving information 
already known to the customers, explained 
what was going on, and a considerable 
number of citizens dropped their handi- 
capping to run and see. Major Francis 
Sutherland’s Seventh Regiment Band play- 
ed “Happy Birthday” and this and that. 
and the whole thing made a bright spot in 
what was otherwise a fairly dull day, and 
in various newspaper reports of it. 


Pimlico opened two days later, and with 
a more penetrating analysis of the betting 
habits of its honor guest, named the two 
races which made up the daily double the 
“Granny” and the “Rice.” He had the 
double, too, but then he usually has. The 
trouble is that if it pays less than $84.70, 
the tickets on losing combinations gener- 
ally overbalance the profit on the winning 
one. Since Mr. Rice apparently likes to 
collect daily double tickets, Pimlico 
thoughtfully presented him with a bnshel 
basket of them later, with a bottle of 
champagne nestled among them. This 
wasn’t all the champagne on the premises, 
either. 


Well, Grantland Rice has been a promi- 
nent figure in all sports for many years, 
and I suppose actually he owes more of 
his reputation to his writing on football 
than to what he has done on other sports. 
So there was a personal satisfaction in the 
fact that it was horse racing, and not 
something else. which set itself to honor 
him. I pick on Empire City sometimes, 
but on this occasion it did itself proud. 
Pimlico nearly always does. 


MEDLEY. Serious persons are advised 
not to read any farther, for the following 
items include nothing but froth. For one 
thing, Young Joe Stevens caught a waiter 
at Pimlico coming out of the service bar 
with a tray containing one normal drink 
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and another glass with two or three sprigs 
of parsley in it. Naturally he wanted to 
know what went. 

“Man chews them after he has his 
drink,” said the waiter. “That way his 
wife can’t smell whiskey on him.” 

For another, coming up to last Christ- 
mas, a man named J. J. Colando was 
watching a television show. Evidently he 
combines the presidency of the Lodi Trust 
Company (Lodi, N. J.) with a fondness 
for Milton Berle, which seems to me to be 
incompatible, but maybe it isn’t. At all 
events the said Berle is patting kiddies 
on the head and asking them about Santa 
Claus, and over the whole thing is an arch 
on which “Uncle Miltie” is written. 

“Hey,” says Mr. Colando, “That would 
make a good name for a horse.” 

Evidently he was watching this show 
alone, for there was no one to dissuade 
him, and since he had a horse, he named 
it that. From the way Uncle Miltie left 
the field of the Wakefield Handicap, he’s 
one of the best 2-year-olds of the season. 

Hedley Woodhouse, who rode Uncle 
Miltie in this event, came back with quite 
a quote. “When I shook him up,” he 
said, “he responded like a bull dog.” Don’t 
know if you ever shook up a bull dog, but 
maybe Woodhouse knows more about this 
than I do, because it’s a saying in the 
trade that when a jockey becomes suc- 
cessful, he immediately acquires a large 
blond, a Cadillac, and a bull dog. Wood- 
house has had a remarkably successful 
year, but remember, though, that I’m not 
accusing him of anything.

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To be properly equipped for the horse 
auctions at the Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
pavilion at Keeneland next week, a man 
needed three catalogues and about six 
arms. And if he really was in earnest 
about buying horses, a couple of check- 
books and a fleet of vans would come in 


handy. 

The sale beginning on Monday morning 
(November 13) and continuing through 
Friday night listed 1,168 horses catalogued 
in three volumes. There would be a horse 
to fit every need: the sires ranged from 
Alaking to Zacaweista, the ages ran from 
a few months on up. There were colts and 
fillies, stallions and geldings. There were 
maiden mares, barren mares, mares with 
some racing time remaining. 

Prices would range from $50 (with 
registration papers) to five figures. There 
would be relays of buyers, relays of sell- 
ers. and a team of auctioneers. 

The 1950 Keeneland Fall Sales, with 
nearly 1,200 horses, would be the largest 
single horse auction ever held. In order 
to handle such a volume. an average of 
nearly 80 horses would have to be sold at 
each of the 15 sessions. The selling would 
begin daily at 9:30 a.m., and 2 and 7:30 
p.m. The digestive tract of the Thorough- 
bred business, which always has shown an 
amazing capacity for absorbing horses, 
would get a Gargantuan workout. 

Yearlings only were catalogued for the 
Monday. Tuesday. and Wednesday ses- 
sions. Breeding stock. weanlings, and oth- 
er horses will be sold on Thursday and 
Friday. 

The sale will be made up of 635 year- 
lings, 342 broodmares, 135 weanlings. 11 
stallions. and 45 horses of miscellaneous 
description. 

A number of dispersals are being held 
in connection with the auctions. The Es-

Fall Sales by Del Holeman and Douglas

Since a record number of horses are 
scheduled to change ownership, a sub- 
stantial number of dollars will be involved, 
depending on the strength of the market. 

The high point of the fall sales at Lex- 
ington was touched in 1946. when 734 
head brought $2,407,150, average $3,279. 
The inflationary factors at work in 1946 
are not present this year, but the horse 
market has been firm throughout 1950, 
and there seems little likelihood that it 
will sag now. Yearling sales showed a rise 
in average price despite a very bad _ pic- 
ture in Korea during the summer. That 
cloud has been lifted, so the fall sales can 
reasonably be expected to hold firm. 

With as large a number of horses in- 
volved as are in the forthcoming auction 
at Keeneland, it should be expected that 
the over-all average might drop from the 
levels of 1948 ($1.816) and 1949 ($1.- 
919). But the market for the better qauali- 
ty horses should be steady, at least. and 
may even show considerable strength. 


. .. And in California 


On Monday, November 13, day of the 
opening of the Keeneland Fall Sales, the 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation will open two days of auctions. 
The California sale, to be held at Santa 
Anita Park, lists 159 Thoroughbreds. 
Two sessions (afternoon and night) will 
be held on November 13, and a_ night 
sale will be held November 14. Fifty-four 
consignments are listed. The November 
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14 session will be devoted to yearlings; 
59 have been catalogued. The November 
13 sessions are given over to the sale of 
breeding stock and mixed lots. 


Average of $547 
At Maryland 


The annual Maryland Fall Sales were 
held at Pimlico and Timonium on No- 
vember 2 and 3. A total of 165 Thorough- 
breds brought $90,275, average $547. 
Breeding stock, weanlings, and yearlings 
were sold at the Timonium fair grounds 
on November 2, and a sale of horses-in- 
training was held at Pimlico on the 
morning of November 3. 

The breakdown: 63 broodmares and 
weanlings for $26,350, average $418; 69 
yearlings for $53,450, average $775; and 
34 horses-in-training for $10,475, average 
$317. The yearlings: 29 colts for $28,525, 
average $984; 40 fillies for $24,925, av- 
erage $623. 

A report from the ringside stated that 
there were no outstanding offerings in 
the sale, and that the demand was fair 
for anything of reasonable value. 

Top price for a broodmare was $3,700, 
which Humphrey S. Finney, agent, paid 
for the 9-year-old Precipitation, by Stimu- 
lus—Nimba, by *War Cloud, consigned 
by Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott’s Mont- 
pelier. She was in foal to Bolingbroke. 

The top yearling brought $5,000. It 
was a bay filly by The Rhymer—Blue 
Brandy, by Blue Larkspur, bought by 
George Mohr, agent, from the Ira Knoll 
Farm consignment.

A rational approach to the present problem 


To many a horseman, arthritis in foals 
has been almost as painful as arthritis 
in his own joints. He has suffered finan- 
cially when a top racing prospect has 
been made useless by the disease, and he 
has felt vicarious physical suffering at 
seeing an afflicted animal trying to walk 
under evident pain. 


There is some promise, based on dis- 
coveries in kuman medicine, that new 
adrenal hormones, or chemicals related 
to them, may be effective in curing or 
relieving arthritis in horses. A few tenta- 
tive steps have been taken, but the vast 
part of the research has not yet begun, 
partly because of lack of money, partly 
because hormone therapy for arthritis is 
comparatively new, and the drugs are 
scarce, and for other reasons. 


In order to present the current picture 
to horsemen, the Department of Animal 
Pathology at the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station (University of Ken- 
tucky) was represented at a meeting of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America last 
Saturday by Dr. Karl Reinhard, who is in- 
terested in working on arthritic foals. Dr. 
Reinhard held out some hope, but he also 
offered a warning against expecting too 
much too soon: “... a rational approach 
is required, and a realization that mir- 
acles are of divine origin. Man must work 
and study and take his progress in steps.” 

Dr. Reinhard’s remarks: 

“Because of productive research by the 
Animal Pathology Department [at the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion] and consequent reduction of joint 


infections caused by bacteria, the destruc- 
ion caused by this disease of young horses 
has been reduced to less than half of the 
level of 20 years ago. However, there 
still remains the problem of non-suppura- 
tive (not caused by bacteria) arthritis— 
the joint affections of uncertain origin— 
which annually cause a substantial loss 
in the horse industry by reducing well- 
bred foals to worthless cripples. 


“Despite continued research, no cause 
has been uncovered for this type of 
arthritis. One or a number of joints may 
be affected. The animal usually develops 
the condition rapidly, The affected joints 
may become swollen and painful. The use 
of the limb or limbs is impaired, and at 
times the foal may be unable to stand 
at all. 


“The severe attack may subside, and 
the condition may become persistent and 
usually unyielding to treatment. Abnor- 
mal bony growths often appear around 
the joints. When the animal is destroyed 
and the affected parts are examined, the 
joint cartilages are often found to be 
eroded and gouged out. Pieces of carti- 
lage and other concretions are often 
found loose in the joint capsule. Most of 
you have seen foals afflicted by this dis- 
ease and have been impressed by the ap- 
parent hopelessness of the situation. 

“Some time ago I spoke to another 
group of horsemen, and many of you 
were there. At that time I mentioned the 
remarkable recoveries that have been ob- 
tained in cases of human arthritis by use 
of hormones extracted from the adrenal 


gland, or chemicals closely related to 
them. 

“The names of some of these com- 
pounds are already familiar to the Amer- 
ican public: cortisone or Compound E, 
pregnenelone, DCA—desoxycorticosterone 
acetate. And then there is ACTH—adren- 
ocorticotrophic hormone—which is secret- 
ed by the pituitary, the master gland, to 
stimulate the adrenals. Hopelessly crip- 
pled people have been able to walk be- 
cause of the discovery of these compounds, 
and other malignant diseases have been 
found to be checked in their progress 
by adrenal hormones. 


“Several local veterinarians have al- 
ready taken the cue from the discoveries 
in human medicine and have treated 
some cases of arthritis with a synthetic 
chemical of the adrenal hormone type. 
There have been some good results—and 
some indifferent—which will be reported 
in due time. The Department of Animal 
Pathology of the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station has become interested 
in the problem with this newer approach, 
and experiments are in progress to evalu- 
ate the effect of adrenal hormones on 
arthritis in foals. Some preliminary re- 
sults are encouraging, but not at all con- 
clusive at this stage. We do not expect to 
be able to carry out extensive experi- 
ments until next summer, at the earliest. 

“However, the grapevine already has 
been buzzing with excitement over ‘mira- 
culous new drugs’ that will ‘cure’ all 
arthritis. This popular misconception

ANSWER: 


For some years there has heen doubt in 
the minds of many operators of Thorough- 
bred racing stables and Thoroughbred 
breeding establishments as to their cover- 
age or liability under the Federal Old Age 
and Survivor’s Insurance Benefit Program, 
commonly known as the Social Security 
Act. 

The issue as to the liability of the owner 
and operator of a breeding and racing 
establishment has been definitely settled 
by an act passed by Congress and known 
as “The Social Security Act Amendments 
of 1950.” 

The new act. as approved on August 28, 
1950, effective for the years following Jan- 
uary 1, 1951, specifically covers the li- 
ability of the owners and trainers of Thor- 
oughbred horses and other related aspects 
of the Thoroughbred business, including 
the operation of breeding farms, with the 
inclusion of all parties engaged in such 
an enterprise. 

The new amendments include coverage 
for the self-employed, such as_ trainers 
and owners, as well as grooms, stable 
hands, and other employees connected 
with training and other general work in 
the race horse industry. 

The new amendments specifically cover 
the earnings of horse owners and trainers. 
who heretofore had been excluded frora 
coverage because they are self-employed. 
It is advisable for all parties who operate 
stables at one or more tracks throughout 
the country to apply to the Federal Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in the state of 
their home residence and obtain an om- 
ployer’s registration number. 


LIABILITY. All employees (including 
the owner and trainer) of a stable or a 
breeding farm are liable for the payment 
of Social Security taxes up to and includ- 
ing $3,600 of the initial wages paid or the 
money earned during a 12-month period. 


What Does the “Social Security Act Amendment 


of 1950” Mean to a Trainer, Owner, Groom, 


AND A.” 

William H. Beck is an attorney and tax 
consultant, of Lexington, who has among 
his clients several Central Kentucky horse- 
men, including owners, trainers, and 
breeding farm operators. He has prepar- 
ed for THe Bioop-Horse a series of arti- 
cles on the federal income tax and related 
matters as they apply to the Thorough- 
bred horse industry.

The filing of Social Security tax renorts 
and the money due is required on a quar- 
terly basis—every three months. A return 
for the months of January, February. and 
March should be filed in April: for April. 
May. and June, the return should be filed 
in July; for July, August. and September, 
it is due in October; and for October, No- 
vember and December the returns are due 
during the following month, January. 

The portion of the tax paid by a self- 
employer, such as an owner or a trainer, 
is due at the time of the filing of the auar- 
terly return for the last quarter of the 
year. The tax for 1951, for instance. will 
be due in January, 1952. The tax due on 
other workers is payable every three 
months, as noted above. 

In the filing of quarterly returns it is 
necessary that certain information be cor- 
rectly noted thereon, in order to avoid a 
lot of correspondence between the opera- 
tor of the farm or stable and the tay au- 
thorities. Tt makes no difference whether 
an owner or trainer has only one emplovee 
or a hundred—he must file the quarteily 
reports (Form SSIA), and a return must 
be filed for each quarter of the calendar 
year.

It is important that that Social Security 
number of each employee be entered on 
the return. And the name of each cm- 
ployee should be properly spelled and 
listed as indicated on the Social Security 
card carried by the employee. 

There probably are many men now 
working at race tracks who have never 
been covered by the Social Security Act. 
It is important that they immediately ac- 
auire a Social Security number from the 
Social Security Department. The SSD of- 
fices are generally located in Federal 
buildings throughout the country. 

The rate of payment by the employer 
is 114 per cent of the employee’s wages. 
The employee also pays 1% per cent, 
which the employer withholds from the 
pay envelope. 
thus is 3 per cent of the total wages earn- 
ed, up to and including the first $3,600 
of the amount earned. 

The workers on Thorougkbred breeding 
farms, who heretofore have been exclud- 
ed from the Social Security Act, now are 
covered by the new amendment, and the 
wages paid to them are taxable 

The first reaction by employers and em- 
ployees, when they learn that they are go- 
ing to have to pay additional taxes, prob- 
ably will be to wonder what, if anything. 
they will get in return for their tax money. 
Generally speaking, the object of the So- 
cial Security program is to furnish addi- 
tional insurance, which provides certain 
rights and benefits accruing, at the age of 
65, to those who are covered, or who die 
and leave widows over 65, or who die and 
leave children under 18. 

The many ramifications of the Social 
Security Act are too complex to explain in 
this article.

Across the Grays and Into the Chestnuts 


A journey of 35 days through several 
European countries offers occasional op- 
portunities to forget the real object of the 
trip, which had nothing to do with race 
horses, and indulge in a hobby. The trip 
was made last summer. In remembering 
it now, in the first chill of the fall, some 
impressions emerge. Perhaps these im- 
pressions are too-strongly dominated by 
the coat-color idea. But the writer is 
correcting the proofs of a book about coat 
color in horses, and its heredity, and can 
scarcely ignore it. 


HYPERION. It is a Saturday afternoon 
at Newmarket, the first day of July, and 
rather hot. The writer pays a visit to Lord 
Derby’s stallions under the grandfatherly 
guidance of that charming man Mr. W. 
Griffiths, who likes to tell you about Can- 
terbury Pilgrim’s antics as a juvenile. 

We are in Hyperion’s box. It is the first 
time the grand stallion has met the writer, 
and the latter is more or less awed. Hyp- 
erion seems to be in excellent spirits. Ac- 
cording to his entourage, he looks young- 
er than he did three or four years ago. 

Perhaps he is aware that at the recent 
Ascot meeting, his name came at the top 
of the sires of winners and also at the top

Three of the stallions, please 
note, are chestnuts, in this erstwhile 
stronghold of the bay and the brown. 


NEARCO. Now we visit the Beech 
House Stud, on the Warren Hill side of 
Newmarket. Nearco is seen in a paddock. 
He is a dark bay, almost brown, and for 
the moment is markedly dappled. Quite 
docile. A great eater, they said, and very 
quick with his mares. 


WuirRLAWAY—chestnut. 


The writer has examined photographs 
of Nearco many times, and has even 
played tricks with them—covering the 
head and lower legs and so on—in a frus- 
trated attempt to find something special 
about the looks of the animal, Now, at 
last, here is Nearco in the flesh. And it 
is no use. The writer, anyway, would never 
be struck by Nearco’s appearance in a 
group of unlabeled stallions. Well made, 
ves. Rather toward the robust side. A com- 
pact model, suggesting the flyer rather 
than the stayer, The head—shall we dare 
to say it?—the head is a bit common. 
Well, other illustrious stallions of the Pha- 
laris line have had that sort of head. The 
prestige of Nearco is above fineness. 


AIRBORNE. Stretchworth. a lithe little 
village not far from Newmarket. More 
than of the breeding of race horses, the 
place is redolent of pig breeding (Lord El- 
lesmere bred here some excellent Large 
Whites in old times). We are going to see 
the gray stallion Airborne, winner of the 
Derby and St. Leger in 1946. 

The animal is placid, conforming to 
the tradition of his color. He looks short 
until one grasps the fact that he measures 
1614 hands at the withers. The grayness 
is of middle age: dappled toward the 
neck, croup. and legs, with an almost- 
white middlepiece. 

And we complete the tour by looking at 
Airborne’s sire. the chestnut Precipita- 
tion. He is in his paddock at the Somer- 
ies Stud, not far from the Newmarket 
railway station. A “whale” of a horse,

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CALIFORNIA, by Robert Hebert 


The Problem of Racing Dates: 
A Novel Solution Is Offered 


Los ANGELES 

Apparently members of the California 
Horse Racing Board are ready to roll up 
their sleeves and tackle, once again, the 
problem of racing dates for 1951. As you 
may remember, dates for 1951 were “set” 
last summer, but there were objections 
from so many sides that the entire racing 
schedule may be reconsidered. 

In this connection, this reporter would 
like to pass on what seems the most 
sensible answer so far to the problem. 
Much has been said, on and off the rec- 
ord, and much has been written about 
the racing dates. Racing officials have 
threshed the matter over, and have been 
unable to come up with a schedule that 
is agreeable to everyone. Dr. Charles H. 
Strub, of Santa Anita, has gone on record 
as favoring overlapping dates between 
the northern and southern parts of the 
state. 

This reporter is in receipt of a racing 
schedule—not only for next year, but a 
pattern for an indefinite number of years 
to come—that has just been submitted to 
the California Horse Racing Board, This 
schedule, I am informed, has the “100 
per cent” support of horsemen, jockeys 
and mutuel clerks, or at least those who 
make the majority of our tracks in Cali- 
fornia. 

Undoubtedly the schedule has _ been 
worked out with considerable thought 
for the good of the majority. It attempts 
to give every track a five-day week, inso- 
far as possible, and allows for a reason- 


able gap between the close of one meet- 
ing and the start of another. The proposed 
schedule permits these things, and yet 
the racing dates at most tracks remain 
essentially the same as we have known 
them throughout the last half-dozen years 
or so. The schedule has so many things 
to recommend it as a program on which 
everyone can agree that this reporter 
would like to reproduce it here: 


SANTA ANITA—Saturday, December 30 to Satur- 
day, March 10. (Fifty days, 10 weeks, five 
race-days a week). 

BAY MEADOWS—Saturday, March 17 to Satur- 
day, May 5. (Thirty-nine days, seven weeks. 
Four weeks at five days a week; three weeks 
at six days a week; three charity Mondays). 

HOLLYWOOD PARK—Saturday, May 12 to Sat- 
urday, July 14. (Fifty days, nine weeks. Five 
weeks at five days a week; four weeks at six 
days a week; four charity Mondays and one 
charity Tuesday). 

DEL MAR—Tuesday, July 17 to Monday, Septem- 
ber 5. (Thirty-nine days, seven weeks. Four 
weeks at five days a week; three weeks at six 
days a week; meeting ends Labor Day, which 
is the accepted close of the Del Mar resort 
season; three charity Mondays). 

TANFORAN—tTuesday, September 11 to Saturday, 
October 27. (Thirty-eight days, seven weeks; 
four weeks at five days a week; three weeks at 
six days a week; three charity Mondays). 

GOLDEN GATE—Tuesday, October 30 to Satur- 
day, December 15. (Thirty-eight days, seven 
weeks; four five-day weeks; three six-day weeks; 
three charity Mondays). 


The above schedule comprises 254 days 
of major racing in California, a cut of 
only six days from the present program. 
In addition, the schedule would include 
dates for the California State Fair at 


Sacramento from August 30 to Septem- 
ber 9; the Los Angeles County Fair at 
Pomona from September 14 to Septem- 
ber 29, and the Western Harness meeting 
in Los Angeles from October 5. to 
December 1. 

Employees of California race tracks, 
who are pressing for the above racing 
schedule to be put into operation, add a 
few words as follows: 

“Some of the tracks may cry about the 
six-day racing, or the cutting of a few 
days in this schedule. You will note the 
sixth day is in all cases a Monday and a 
charity day, just as most have been in 
the past. The cutting of racing days 
amounts to six for the entire year, and it 
may be a good thing for racing in gen- 
eral if a few more were trimmed; on the 
other hand, if the tracks insist on their 
full quota of dates, let them run on the 
open Mondays. 

“You will note in some cases the tracks 
open on a Saturday, where they used to 
open on a Tuesday or a Wednesday; thus 
they receive an extra Saturday of racing. 
You will also note that Del Mar closes 
on Labor Day and justifiably so, being 
essentially a summer resort track. Note 
also the seven- or eight-day periods be- 
tween northern and southern California 
tracks, giving everyone a chance to ship 
and/or rest. At present most of the 
horsemen and jockeys are forced to leave 
every meeting some three or four days 
before the end.” 

There isn’t much more to add except 
that this reporter feels it is the most 
sensible schedule that has been proposed 
so far. Besides the support of horsemen, 
jockeys, and members of the pari-mutuel 
guild, the schedule would also have the 
backing of most of the Turf writers in 
these parts. 

Meanwhile, Hollywood Park’s 30-day 
autumn season opens in a few days, and

horses like Hill Prince, *Noor, Ponder, 
Coaltown, Next Move, Bed o’ Roses, As- 
sault, Your Host, and many others that 
are here and awaiting the rich stakes. At 
the weekly luncheon of the Football 
Writers chapter the other day, Al Wesson 
snapped the coaches out of their defensive 
diagrams when he announced: “This sea- 
son we have the horses.” Football coaches 
in this region, who are lamentably short 
of horses, just about swooned. 

By way of getting the Hollywood Park 
meeting off to a running start, the track 
held its press party the other evening. 
In addition to some 200 sports writers 
and sports television and radio announc- 
ers, there were 50 trainers present. 

Wesson invented a little game in which 
the Turf writers and sports editors inter- 
viewed men like Jimmy Jones, Casey 
Hayes, Bill Molter, Bill Winfrey, Harry 
Daniels, Allen Drumheller, Frank Childs, 
Dick Watts, and most of the well-known 
conditioners in these parts, and the listen- 
ers were supposed to guess what the 
trainers were saying. There were three 
microphones on the table, and at the 
sight of them the trainers confined their 
answers to (a) monosyllables, (b) uh- 
huhs, or (c) double talk. 

Get a guy like Molter or Watts under 
his familiar shed in the morning and he 
will answer your questions straightfor- 


wardly and give you something you can 
print. But get them in front of a micro- 
phone—oh, well, the Turf writers weren’t 
much better, to tell the truth. Fortunately, 
they are better writers than after dinner 
speakers. Next year we may do away 
with amateurs and let Georgie Jessel do 
the talking again. It is better that way. 

There is one quote worth repeating and 
it came from the Jones man, Jimmy, the 
prince of Parnell. Jimmy was asked to 
name the five greatest Thoroughbreds of 
all time. He hemmed around that one, 
but he did say this: “To me, Citation is 
the greatest race horse that ever lived. It 
it too bad that California Turf fans did 
not get to see him when he was at his 
best. When he was out this way last win- 
ter, he was a cripple, and he just wouldn’t 
hold together.” 


For a cripple, Citation ran a couple of 
tremendous races and only a _ terrible 
shake in the weights beat him. Only a 
real champion could have run as well 
as Citation did under the handicaps, 
physical and otherwise.

The 
result (the adjustment) shows how many times the expected earnings of one horse the 
actual totals were. This figure is then divided by the number of starters a sire has, the 
result being the index, or proportion of actual earnings to expected earnings for the sire.

Last May, when The Jockey Club sus. 
pended the registration of 17 Thorough- 
breds bred by William Stremmel on the 
ground of false registration, it seemed 
likely that the immediate confusion caused 
by the suspensions would be followed 
by some legal action. 

Two lawsuits now are pending in Su- 
perior Court at Los Angeles: J. A. Davis 
seeks $6,128, the price he paid for’ the 
2-year-old_ colt Contractor (*Ortello— 
Plumage. by Ballot) plus training ex- 
penses, and $25,000 for damages; Elwood 
B. Johnston is asking a refund of $5,000 
he paid for the 2-year-old filly Ortell Me 
(*Ortello— Transmutation, by  Trans- 
mute) plus $25,000 damages. Both horses 
are among those suspended by the regis- 
tration authorities. 

The lawsuits are filed against William 
J. Mack. of San Francisco, who sold the 
horses at auction at Hollywood Park in 
July. 1949. Mr. Mack apparently had 
bought them privetely from Mr. Strem- 
mel, who had *Ortello at stud at his Glen 
Cove Stud, Vallejo, Calif. 

After the original suspension order was 
entered, The Jockey Club announced that 
it would consider the applications of own- 
ers of the horses for permits to race the 
animals.

All At Once was foaled on March 23, 1947, at 
Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst Farm, near Nicholas- 
ville, in Central Kentucky. He was one of a 
group of 18 yearlings sold by Mr. Knight to T. J. 
McGinty, of Cleveland. Mr. McGinty later chang- 
ed his mind about racing the horses, and consign- 
ed them to the Tattersalls sale of July 30, 1948, 
the day after the close of the annual Keeneland 
Summer Sales. The 18 McGinty yearlings brought 
$39.500, average $2,194. All At Once went to 
Buckley and Cleveland for $2,700. 

The son of Grand Slam first raced for J. E. 
Church, who owned him at two and until mid- 
September, 1950. He started racing for his present 
owner, J. W. Nizlek, at Rockingham Park, in Octo- 
ber. 

All At Once had been racing with success on 
the New England circuit until being shipped to the 
Jamaica track late in October. His last eight 
starts in New England included four wins, three 
seconds, and a fourth. In his first race at the Jamai- 
ca track, on October 30, he reared at the start and 
unseated Warren Mehrtens. Under the lightweight 
rider Nick Wall, he outbrushed Navy Chief for the 
lead in the Empire City Handicap held it all the 
way in the sloppy going. Royal Castle moved on 


him in the stretch and was beaten a neck. Ted 
Atkinson, on Royal Castle, claimed foul, asserting 
that All At Once had borne over on him. But the 
claim was not allowed.

needs to be dispelled, because with it are 
carried over-optimistic expectations that 
certainly will not be satisfied immediately 
and probably will not be completely met 
in the final answer to the problem. There 
is no need to set the stage for disappoint- 
ment. 

“The use of these drugs in human cases 
has not been consistently attended by 
success. Furthermore, these compounds 
are still excessively expensive, and not 
all of them are generally available. More 
than one pathetic human case, after gain- 
ing strength and hope by a short course 
of ACTH treatment, has had to go on to 
fatal termination because no more of the 
hormone was to be had. 


“The situation in the case of horses is 
still more complicated than with humans. 
In human medicine a victory is claimed 
when a life is saved—and the rescued 
person need not necessarily be in full 
possession of all his faculties. With arth- 
ritis of foals, however, we can claim vic- 
tory only when the animals rescued 
from the disease can go onto the turf and 
compete as successfully as those racers 
who never had arthritis. 


“But do not let me beat down all your 
hopes. We who are engaged in the study 
—the veterinarians in the field and those 
at the University—are quite hopeful. 
Were we not, we wouldn’t be studying 
this disease. But we realize that science 
progresses step-wise, and the soundest 
advances are made deliberately and with 
good substantiation. 


“We expect to find that some arthritis 
will be helped by the adrenal compounds. 
How complete the cures will be, we do 
not know now. We also expect to find 
some that will not respond or that have 
gone too far for full reclamation, The 
final outcome is a question mark. 


“To help us find the final answer, a 
good deal of co-operation from many of 
you will be required. It is a good general 
rule that the earlier a case is treated, the 
better the chances for recovery. Support 
of the efforts of your veterinarian, the 
Department of Animal Pathology, and 
worthy foundations such as Keeneland 
and Grayson, will greatly aid this re- 
search and other studies. 

“Above all, a rational attitude is re- 
quired, and a realization that miracles 
are of divine origin. Man must work and 
study and take his progress in steps.”

even bigger than his son and almost as 
big as his late sire, the famed Hurry On, 
and, it appears, almost as full of impetus 
and character. Chestnuts both, note. Gray 
Airborne is their peaceable successor. 
The writer heads for the Newmarket 
station. Plenty of time to catch the Cam- 
bridge train. Time enough to lie awhile 
near a field of oats almost ripe for har- 
vesting. What a day! A look at the hairs 
taken from Hyperion’s tail. Red hairs? 
Well, most of them are very clear red. 
But there are many white ones, and some 
almost-black hairs, The bunch is scarcely 
distinguishable from the oat field. 


ASCOT. It is another Saturday. The 
writer could not leave Cambridge until 
11:37, and did not arrive in London, at 
the Liverpool station, until 2 o’clock (it 
is a slow train and arrives five minutes 
late). Four minutes more to manage some 
cloakroom business. The other train 
leaves Waterloo station at 2:17. Will it 
be possible to do it? The odds are heavily 
against. But the taxi driver manages the

Coronation, walking not far away, 
raises her exquisite neck and bites a few 
leaves off some lime trees, already past 
flower. She deserves the spoils. 


JARDY. Exactly three weeks later, on 
a bright Parisian morning, the writer vis- 
its Boussac’s Haras de Jardy. Full of 
evocations of Edward VII visiting Flying 
Fox. In the same brick buildings we are 
going to visit Tourbillon. But the stud 
people are not taking any chances with 
this strong-willed stallion. They close the 
box almost before we can look at the long, 
apparently short-legged, sinuous bay body. 

When the others have gone to see Cara- 
calla, Tourbillon puts his head over the 
door of the box. The writer judges that 
the moment has arrived to make friends, 
and he caresses the white star on the 
horse’s head. Sudden as lightning, the son 
of Ksar throws high his head to neigh. 
So sudden and so high that the writer’s 
hand escapes by millimeters being rav- 
aged by the bit. 


FRESNAY. The last day of July. A 
gray day over Normandy. At the gates of 
the historic Haras du Pin, in the auberge 
Tourne-Bride, the writer is entertained at 
lunch by some friends. The ecrevisses a 
la bordelaise merit a poem. But it is bet- 
ter to save the lyrics: is not Fresnay-le- 
Buffard, the main Boussac stud, about to 
be visited? 


Fresnay and its gardens appear. Djebel 
appears in due course, and in due course 
poses for some photographs. Poses with 
grace and ease, as if doing nothing else 
in his life. Here is a horse balancing him- 
self really naturally. And the head, that 
expressive head that is soon to be seen 
again and again faithfully copied in his 
yearlings and foals. 

Black as a raven, massive as a rhino, 
Pharis is led out, Black and massive, per-

haps, as the “great horse” of medieval 
times. Suggesting armor at Agincourt 
rather than silks at Chantilly or Long- 
champ. Contrary to the case of Nearco, 
that other son of Pharos, it would be im- 
possible not to be struck by Pharis’ ap- 
pearance among a hundred stallions. 

The racing year is full of the exploits 
of the Boussac horses: of Galcador and 
Scratch, especially. Two chestnuts, the son 
of the bay Djebel and the son of the black 
Pharis. In fact. precious few chestnuts are 
found among the near ancestors of either 
Galcador or Scratch. 

But the chestnut color is assaulting the 
Boussac fortress almost as fast as that of 
Lord Derby. Already at Jardy is the 
chestnut stallion Marsyas, complete with 
the black spots of Bend Or. And at Fres- 
nay they are expecting rather eagerly, the 
arrival of the chestnut Whirlaway. 

Not for the first time, Mr. Boussac 
tries to introduce the Blenheim male line 
into his stud, It seems that a decade 
earlier, at the beginning of the war, Mr. 
Boussac told the Aga Khan of his desire 
to buy Mahmoud, should his Highness re- 
solve to part with the Derby winner of 
1936. But the inscrutable Indian poten- 
tate preferred to sell his gray stallion 
to Mr. C. V. Whitney... . 

Chestnut color. Grav color, Our last 
sight, before leaving Fresnay-le-Buffard, 
is a meadow where six mares are graz- 
ing: bay Astronomie (dam of Marsyas, 
Caracalla, Arbar, and Asmena), bay 
Pharyva (dam of Galcador). bay Cara- 
velle (a big winner in her own right).

Over the sea, Middle- 
ground and Battleship are chestnuts. At 
Saratoga, the two highest-priced yearlings 
of 1950 were grays. 


SURVEY. Let us quickly take stock 
of the color situation in the breed of the 
race horse. The writer, for reasons too 
long to be explained here, holds that there 
are no true blacks in this breed: The so- 
called blacks—like Pharis and many suc- 
cessful American racers—are_ really 
browns (or seal browns) with darkening 
“hereditary modifiers.” 


So the race horse would always be bay 
or brown but for the chestnut and gray 
exceptions, 


How much do these exceptions amount 
to? Grays, until the beginning of the 
present century, made up very little more 
than 1 per cent of the breed. But after 
The Tetrarch, their number has increased 
rapidly and shows no sign of diminishing. 
Over the last 40 years, eleven classic vic- 
tories in England have been won by grays. 
That is, more than 5 per cent of the total. 


If victories in the Derby, Oaks, or St. 
Leger represent a true criterion, chestnut 
victories amount to 23 per cent over a 
period of about 130 years, going from the 
foundation of these races to 1907. In the 
period from 1908 to 1947, chestnut vic- 
tories were about 17 per cent. So there 
seems to be a considerable diminution of 
chestnut victories. But, as indicated above, 
there is no lack of signs pointing to a 
new rise of chestnuts in the near future. 


Perhaps that, and also the rise of the 
grays, is connected in some way with the 
modern vogue of shorter races and the 
cult of the speed, But to generalize would 
be too risky. Already in the mode of 
heredity there is a sharp contrast of the 
chestnut color with the gray. <A gray 
colt must have—with practically no excep- 
tions—at least one parent of that color. 

On the other hand, chestnuts very often 
are the offspring of two non-chestnut 
animals. 

In that reddish-darkish landscape—the 
breed’s general color—grays are as a sil- 
ver rivulet flowing on the surface. Chest- 
nuts are as a vein of gold, now emerging, 
now going into the ground again. 


After a couple of weeks at Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm, Trainer Ben

AUCKLAND, New ZEALAND 


Even though his bones may lie in 
America, the blood of *Beau Pere courses 
freely in the veins of much of our Thor- 
oughbred stock. This season has found 
one of his grandsons, Beaumaris, the out- 
standing three-year-old. 

True, he did not attain that position 
without opposition, for there were two 
others. One was a colt by the Pharos horse 
Pherozshah, and the other was a filly by 
Neptune, by Hyperion. They were but lit- 
tle below Beaumaris in racing ability. 
Their names are Tudor Prince and Sweet 
Spray, respectively. 

As a 2-year-old, Beaumaris did not ex- 
actly “set the Thames alight”, and the 
current season had advanced some little 
way before he hit top gear. But his subse- 
quent string of successes came from Ric- 
carton, in the South Island, to Trentham, 
at the lower end of North Island. and at 
Ellerslie. in the north of the latter island. 
Despite a heavy traveling program, Beau- 
maris had seven wins for 21 starts, nine 
seconds and three thirds. He ran unplaced 
cn two occasions only, and they were 
both early in the season. He earned 
£15,881 in stakes, a record for’ New Zea-

land, but it must be admitted that in these 
days of high stakes the task of a record 
breaker is definitely easier. 


NEAR MISS. In view of the fact that 
Beaumaris was bought at the National 
Sales at Trentham at the low price of 
300 guineas, he can well be viewed as a 
bargain. He is owned by J. S. Shaw, of 
Christchurch, who is well known through- 
out the Dominion. Mr. Shaw has owned 
and trained both gallopers and _ trotters. 
He also acted as stipendiary in_ the 
trotting branch for some years. 

During the course of the bidding, Mr.

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sively, owing to the fact that he won only 
five of his 17 starts, was second on three 
occasions and third the same number of 
times. Nevertheless, this handsome black 
colt with gray hairs mingling in his coat 
proved really good when he struck top 
form. The fact that Pherozshah had left 
a high-class 2-year-old winner in Eng- 
land before being exported to New Zea- 
land made the stock of the half brother 
to Mahmoud attractive to buyers at the 
sales. Consequently, the Auckland owner 
of Tudor Prince, Mr. H. R. Tyler, had to 
go to 1,050 guineas to silence the opposi- 
tion. 


However, in his five starts at two, Tu- 
dor Prince won three times, so he more 
than repaid his purchase money. This sea- 
son “Smoky”, as he is called by the stable 
connections, has added a further £8,565, 
making him also a sales ring bargain.

Thus, Belle 
Mere was a full sister to *Beau Pere, and 
the importation has proved a wonderful 


addition to the ranks of broodmares in 
New Zealand. 


Before being exported from England, 
Sugar Kandy was mated with Phideas, but 
unfortunately for Mr. R. W. H. Holden, 
the importer of the mare, the foal was 
born dead. Three years later, she pro- 
duced Sweet Nymph, by Neptune, and this 
filly was to prove herself the best of her 
sex and age at three. Her racing career 
might have been much longer. but she was 
overtaken by nasal trouble, and it was 
decided to retire her earlier than had 
been anticipated. 


Two years later Sugar Kandy produced 
Sweet Spray, also by Neptune, and this 
member of the family was also destined 
to go far. At two, Sweet Spray won twice 
and was placed in her other five starts. 
This season she won seven races, was sec- 
ond in four, third twice, and fourth once 
in 14 starts. It was a remarkable record. 
Last November she won the big sprint at 
Riccarton prior to capturing the New 
Zealand Oaks Stakes, at 114 miles. She 
then ran second to Swanee in the two- 
mile Auckland Cup, with Beaumaris sec- 
ond. The only subsequent win came in the 
Challenge Stakes at Wellington, when she 


beat Tudor Prince over seven furlongs on 
a greasy track. 


ALL OVER. Where stakes money is 
involved, Sweet Spray topped the returns 
of Tudor Prince. The filly’s aggregate 
read £10,010, but after all, it is question- 
able whether there is a great deal of dif- 
ference in merit between the trio. Perhaps 
unfortunately, they will not meet as 4. 
year-olds, for it has been decided to send 
Sweet Spray to join her sister in the 
matron paddock. However, through these 
two fillies the bloodlines of Cinna should 
be kept dominant in this country. In ad- 
dition to these two great granddaughters 
of the Polymelus mare, there are at least 
four of *Beau Pere’s sons doing duty at 
stud. They are Beau Repaire, Beau Vite, 
Beaulivre and Beau Leon. 


LEGAL 


General Sessions Judge James B. Cary 
of Wilmington, Del., dismissed charges 
against Joseph Tollin, operator of the 
Delaware Wired Music Company. In dis- 
missing the charges. Judge Cary ruled 
that it is not illegal to disseminate horse 
racing news in Delaware even to persons 
known to be bookmakers, in the absence 
of a combination or conspiracy to commit 
a crime.

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Annual Report 
From Florida 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1950, which included the horse racing 
dates of the 1949-1950 winter season, 
Florida race tracks paid $8,244,213 into 
the State treasury, according to the an- 
nual report of the Florida State Racing 
Commission. This was an increase of 
$22,646 over the revenue for the preced- 
ing season. The figures are based on tax 
collections from attendance, breakage, and 
pari-mutuel betting. In addition, a small 
amount was collected for occupational li- 
censes, color registrations, and so on. 


Total attendance at the horse tracks 
during the 1949-1950 racing season was 
1,319,019, a gain of 4.849 over the previ- 
ous season. The 1949-1950 figures on 
betting and attendance are based on a 
racing season of 170 days, compared to 
160 days in the preceding season. 


The 13 greyhound tracks and the jai- 
alai fronton operating in Florida turned 
in to the State $4,803,865. The greyhound 
tracks operated for a total of 1,117 days 
and the jai-alai fronton for 90 days. 

Total revenue to the State from horse 
racing, greyhound racing, and jai-alai was 
$13,101,521. Each of the 67 counties in 


Florida received $82,400 from this source. 
The Old Age Assistance Fund received 
$7,111,124. The State General Fund re- 
ceived $179,363. Operating expenses of 
the commission were $280.648. The bal- 
ance represents the commission’s bank ac- 
count, remittances to be received. and so on. 

As an illustration of the growth and im- 
portance of racing in Florida, the com- 
mission cited that compared to the 1931- 
32 season, betting had increased by 1,029 
per cent, attendance by 392 per cent, and 
State revenue had increased by 1,776 per 
cent.
